Declaring the situation to be an 


portion of Garden Avenue, 
that leads from King St 


Two ladies, residents of Garden 
Avenue, initiated the action when 
they appeared at the meeting to 
discuss the water problems of the 
street, from Lee Street to the 
school, The street, they declared 
was impassable at times to young- 
sters who use it on their way to 
the Glen Road School pedway. They 
also reported that autos are using 
the pedway. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
told the ladies of the background 
to having the street completed un- 
der the Betterment Plan, The 
last price, he said, was $25,000. 

The ladles were not interested 
in betterments. They did not seek 
@ paved street. They sought only 
a Safe passage for school children. 

Selectmen George Boylen and 
Paul Niles thought the case war- 
ranted emergency action, since no 
one wanted to force children to 
use the alternative route, Glen 
Road, where there are no side- 
walks, and where there may be 
high snow drifts this winter. Niles 
Suggested that gravel be put in 
as an emergency measure, and 
that action for a permanent mea- 
sure be taken in the annual Town 
Meeting solely because the street 
was an access to the school. The 
vote was unanimous,

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American Chestnut Burs 


After Fifty Years of Blight 


It was about 50 years ago that 
the last American Chestnut was 
seen in Wilmington, or for that part 
in most if not all of the United 
States. 

Once very common, the Ameri- 
can Chestnut is not the tree of 
which the poet Longfellow sang. 
That was (and still-is) the Horse 
Chestnut, more familiarly called 
the Buckeye, The Horse Chestnut 
has large inedible nuts. The Ame- 
rican Chestnut has two or three 
small nuts with a very nice flavor, 
inside a bristly pouch or sac, called 
a bur, 

The bur in which the nuts grow 
is to all intents and purposes burg- 
lar proof, Humans-have difficul- 
ties in opening them because of the 
many spines, and squirrels can not, 
But after the first frost the burs 
open by themselves and the nuts 
fall to the ground, to become food 
for wildlife, humans, and, in the 
farming areas, for the hogs. 

The nuts have to be found - scat- 
tered among the fallen leaves, but 
that is not too difficult a task, They 
are delicious when roasted, 

Farmers would turn the hogs on 
the farm loose for a week or so 
after the first frost, to let them 
find the nuts. Then they were 
penned up again, before they could 
‘start uprooting the trees, 

Chestnuts (American) hada very 
definite part of the economy of 
early New England. The wood does 
not readily rot or decompose. All 
the early New England farmhouses 
were framed in chestnut beams, 
and those beams for the great part 
are as good as they were when cut, 
250 or 300 years ago.

When the telephone and electric 
light poles began to spread over 
New England, chestnut was again 
the favorite material - again be- 
Cause it would not rot. There aren’t 
many left now, but 50 years ago, 
every telephone pole in Wilmington 
was of chestnut. 

The chestnut trees grew to be 
nearly 100 feet tall, with spreading 
branches. The leaves were long 
and narrow, 

And it was in World War I, about 
1917, that the Chestnut Blight 
started destroying trees, in New 
England, 

A beautiful chestnut tree stood, 
in 1917, near the home of Claude 
Thompson, on Harnden Street, now

the St, Dorothy’s Rectory. mere > 


was a plentiful crop of chestnuts 
from that tree that year, 

Tn 1918 the tree was gone - killed 
by the blight, 

The blight is a fungus, which 
fills the pores of the tree, and ap- 
pears to a limited degree on the 
outside of the bark - a brown evil 
looking line of small sacs. Once 
attacked, a tree is dead within a 
couple of months. 

But the blight never affected the 
Toots of any of the trees. 

For years, in Wilmington and 
elsewhere, the old stumps of the 
American Chestnut trees have been 
attempting to put forth new shoots, 
The woodlands of this town have 
always had these shoots, growing 
hopefully, only to die in four or 
five years when attacked by the 
blight. 

About eight or ten years agoa 
chestnut tree was growing about 
where the home of Gordon Rich- 
burg of North Street now sfands, 
It grew to be six or eight years 
old, at least. The diameter of the 
trunk reached four inches, and then 
it died, 

For the’ past several years a 
chestnut tree has been growing 
near Kingdom Hall, the church for 
the Jehovah's Witnesses, on Bridge 
Lane, It is now several inches in 
diameter, This fall, for the first 
time, the tell-tale brown sacs of 
the Chestnut Blight appeared on the 
bark, 


So it was with considerable sur- 
prise, and an overtone of disbe- 
ef that the Town Crier heard the 
story of Arthur Burear of West 
Street last Saturday.
